The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 1, 5, 6, 8-13, 15, 16 and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Chappelow 
et al (US 6,458,865). 

Chappelow et al teach dental compositions comprising a vinyl ether, an iodonium 
salt and a sensitizer in abstract and at col. 1, lines 13-16. Various vinyl ethers are 
taught at col. 6, lines 24-65 wherein diethylene glycol divinyl ether andl ,4- 
cyclohexanedimethanol divinyl ether meeting the instant formula (I) are seen. Said 
divinyl ethers inherently have the instant viscosity. The use of fillers such as coupling 
agent treated silica having particle sizes of 0.02 to 0.04 \irr\ in an amount of 20-80 % by 
weight is taught at col. 64, lines 1-36. Thus, the instant invention lacks novelty. 
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Claims 1, 5, 6, 9, 10, 12, 13, 15, 16 and 18-20 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 (J.S.C. 103(a) as obvious 
over Krejci et al (US 6,407,148). 

Krejci et al teach the same at col. 6, lines 8- 16 and in example 1 wherein 75% 
weight of borosilicate having particle sizes of less than 2 (am is seen. Thus, the instant 
invention lacks novelty. 

Claim 14 is allowed. 

Claims 2-4, 7 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
